COVER  STORY 


HEIJOS  OF  RHODES 


The  coin  which  we  feature  on  the  front  and  back  covers  t his  month  is  a  silver 
tetradrachm  of  Rhodes  of  rather  nice  style  (B173).  Ihe  obverse  has  the  radiate  head  ot 
Helios  turned  three-quarters  right  and  the  reverse  features  a  rose  with  a  bud — it  is  a 
coin  where  both  sides  tell  a  story. 

The  sun-god  Helios  was  the  patron  deity  ot  the  island  of  Rhodes,  which  lies  oft  the 
south-west  coast  of  Asia  Minor,  the  Turkish  coast  is  seen  quite  easily  from  it.  I  he  city 
of  Rhodes,  taking  is  name  from  the  island,  was  founded  as  a  new  federal  capital  in 
408  B.C.  after  the  Persian  Wars.  It  had  several  claims  to  fame  in  antiquity,  principally 


for  having  withstood  the  year-long  seige  of  Demetrius  Poliorcetes  (‘the  Besieger'),  son 
of  Antigonus  Gonatas  (‘the  One-eyed  ),  in  305  B.C.  Rhodes  second  claim  to  tame 
came  about  because  Demetrius,  in  admiration  ot  the  Rhodians  bravery,  left  his 
engines  of  war  behind  when  he  lifted  the  seige.  Hie  Rhodians  sold  all  this  ‘war  surplus 
material  and  with  the  proceeds  decided  to  erect  a  huge  bronze  statue  70  cubits  high 
(about  110ft.),  to  their  patron  deity  Helios  as  a  thank  offering.  I  hey  commissioned 
Chares  of  Lindos  to  carry  out  the  task,  who  produced  the  Colossus  ot  Rhodes  between 
294  and  282  B.C.  It  became  one  of  the  Seven  Wonders  of  the  Ancient  World.  Exactly 
where  it  stood  is  a  matter  of  some  controversy.  Popularly  it  was  said  to  bestride  the 
entrance  to  the  Mandraki  harbour,  as  Shakespeare  says  in  Julius  C  aesar.  I  his  was  an 
impossibility.  It  has  also  been  located  on  the  mole  beside  the  harbour.  Dr.  Reynold 
Higgins,  whose  account  of  the  Colossus  will  be  published  early  next  year  in  a  new 
book.  The  Seven  Wonders  of  the  Ancient  World  by  Peter  Clayton  and  Martin  Price 
(Routledge  &  Kegan  Paul),  locates  the  statue  in  the  temple  of  Helios.  The  site  is  now 
covered  by  a  nineteenth-century  I  urkish  school  opposite  the  Palace  ot  the  Grand 
Masters  at  the  top  of  the  Street  of  Knights.  Unfortunately  the  statue  did  not  stand  tor 
very  long  as  it  was  thrown  down  in  an  earthquake  in  about  226  B.C.  and  an  oracle 
forbade  the  Rhodians  to  re-erect  it. 

It  has  often  been  suggested  that  the  head  of  Helios  which  appears  on  the  coins 


represents  the  head  of  the  famous  statue,  but  it  occurs  both  with  rays,  as  befits  the  sun- 
god,  and  also  as  a  plain  head  with  flowing  hair.  In  the  Middle  Ages  a  number  ot  these 
radiate-head  tetradrachms  were  to  be  found  in  the  Treasuries  ot  several  European 
cathedrals  since  they  were  believed  to  be  part  of  the  thirty  pieces  of  silver  paid  to 
Judas,  the  head  being  identified  with  Christ.  The  reverse,  the  rose,  also  was  given 
Biblical  significance  as  the  Rose  of  Sharon.  Ihe  type  is  actually  an  heraldic  rebus,  a 
pun  on  the  name  of  Rhodes  and  the  Greek  for  ‘rose  ,  rhodos  .  It  was  the  emblem  ot 
the  city  and  the  island,  but  the  botanists  say  that  it  is  actually  the  flower  ot  the  wild 
pomegranate  that  grows  on  the  island — but,  to  the  Rhodians,  it  was  a  rose. 

The" Colossus  of  Rhodes  was  in  the  news  in  July  this  year  when  it  was  thought  that  a 


gigantic  stone  fist  dredged  up  off  the  Mandraki  harbour  was  part  (4  it.  Ihe  media 
conveniently  forgot  for  a  while  that  the  statue  had  been  of  bronze,  tradition  telling  that 
after  its  collapse  it  was  eventually  sold  in  A.D.  654  when  the  Arabs  plundered  Rhodes 
to  a  Jew  from  Emesa  for  scrap  metal,  and  he  removed  it  on  the  backs  ot  9(10  camels  to 
Syria.  I  he  recent  find  eventually  turned  out  not  even  to  be  ancient,  but  a  laige  chunk 
of  porous  stone  that  curiously  had  the  shape  of  a  clenched  fist.  P.A.C. 
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THE  NORTHUMBERLAND  SHILLING 

P.  E.  SHIMMIN 


For  collectors  of  English  milled  silver  coins  it  is  impossible  to  obtain  a  nice-sized  young 
portrait  coin  of  George  III  except  by  acquiring  one  of  the  famous  shillings  of  1763, 
known  throughout  the  numismatic  world  as  the  Northumberland  shilling.  The  only 
other  silver  pieces  bearing  an  early  portrait  of  George  are  the  somewhat  diminutive 
‘maundy’  types  of  penny  to  groat.1  Although  these  are  rather  small,  a  really  tine 
example  of  the  groat  is,  in  fact,  quite  an  attractive  coin,  and  makes  an  acceptable 
substitute  for  the  collector  who  cannot  perhaps  afford  the  more  expensive  shilling. 
Nine  different  dates  between  1763  and  1786  were  struck  for  the  fourpenny  piece,  only 
one  of  which  is  rare — 1765  (R5). 

The  general  style  and  design  of  the  1763  shilling  is  very  much  the  same  as  the  last 
type  for  George  II  dated  1758.  Other  than  the  obvious  differences  such  as  the  date, 
and  the  new  portrait  (which  was  designed  by  Richard  Yeo),  the  two  are  almost 
identical.  According  to  ESC,2  the  1758  shilling  was  ‘apparently  struck  for  some  years', 
and  this  seems  to  imply  that  it  was  struck  and  issued  well  into  the  reign  of  George  III. 
However,  it  would  surely  be  illogical  for  the  1758  pieces  to  have  been  struck  after  1763, 
when  dies  were  available  showing  the  reigning  monarch's  profile.  It  could  be  that  large 
quantities  of  the  earlier  date  were  in  stock  at  the  mint  and  that  these  were  issued 
periodically,  up  to,  and  quite  possibly  after  1763. 

When  Hugh  Percy,  Earl  of  Northumberland,  was  appointed  Lord  Lieutenant  of 
Ireland  in  1763,  he  was  given  £100  of  newly-minted  shillings  for  ‘distribution  among 
the  populace'3  on  his  first  public  appearance  in  Dublin.  The  Earl’s  wife,  Elizabeth, 
Countess  of  Northumberland,  was  apparently  a  keen  medal  and  coin  collector  herself, 
and  it  has  been  suggested  that  she  might  well  have  put  forward  the  idea  of  the  mint 
striking  some  new  shillings  for  her  husband’s  visit  to  Dublin.  The  Countess’s  collection 
remained  intact  until  the  1980’s,  when  it  was  sold  by  a  well  known  London  auction 
house.4  It  is  possible  that  the  Countess  (maybe  others)  pointed  out  to  the  mint 
authorities  that  1763  was  the  centernary  year  of  the  first  milled  shilling  (discounting 
the  earlier  experimental  coinages),  so  how  appropriate  it  would  be  to  strike  this  new 
coin  to  commemorate  the  event.  A  note  in  ESC  records  that  ‘many  more  than  2000 
pieces  must  have  been  struck,  as  the  coins,  though  scarce,  are  not  particularly  rare’/ 
However,  when  one  considers  that  the  top  rarity  ratings  of  R7  to  R4  (used  in  ESC) 
constitute  a  maximum  of  twenty  known  specimens,  2000  then  looks  quite  a  large 
number.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  only  a  very  few  of  the  Northumberland 
shillings  found  their  way  into  circulation;  therefore  a  very  high  percentage  of  the  issue 
must  remain  extant. 

There  is  an  interesting  comment  made  in  an  early  Seaby’s  Bulletin  of  June  1950,  by 
way  of  an  answer  to  a  reader’s  question.  The  £100  worth  is  mentioned,  but  the  answer 
continues:  ‘The  records,  however,  do  not  state  that  these  2000  were  the  only  pieces 
struck.  As  most  of  the  specimens  that  turn  up  are  in  extremely  fine  condition,  it  would 
appear  that  it  was  not  an  issue  for  general  circulation  and  it  is  possible  that  collectors  of

the  period  obtained  additional  specimens  from  the  mint  or  through  the  banks'.''  The 
final  statement  here  would  fit  in  quite  well  with  the  fact  that  ’according  to  mint  records 
48  pounds  of  the  George  III  shillings  were  struck  in  1763.  At  standard  weight  this 
would  have  permitted  2976  Northumberland  pieces  to  be  made'.  The  extra  976  could 
therefore  have  been  sufficient  to  satisfy  the  demand  from  contemporary  collectors. 

Prices  of  the  Northumberland  shillings  have,  like  all  other  coins,  risen  substantially 
over  the  years.  Back  in  January  1948,  in  the  first  Seaby  Bulletin  I  possess  (1  was  just 
one  year  old,  but  not  by  then  a  collector!),  a  specimen  was  offered  in  practically  FDG 
condition  for  £2.  15s.  (£2.75),  and  in  fact,  prices  rose  only  slowly  throughout  the 
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THE  NORTHUMBERLAND  SHILLING 


1950’s.  Going  back  even  further,  I  have  a  Seaby  catalogue  for  1938  which  lists  an 
almost  FDC  example  at  15/-  (75p)! 

The  dawn  of  the  1960’s,  however,  heralded  the  start  of  some  quite  sharp  price 
increases,  and  by  August  1965  a  good  EF  example  would  cost  you  £50.  Incidentally, 
this  was  the  first  Northumberland  to  be  illustrated  in  Seaby’s  Coin  and  Medal  Bulletin. 
Art  paper  had  been  used  for  the  covers  of  the  magazine  since  May  1953,  though  it  was 
June  1955  before  these  covers  were  first  utilised  for  photographs  of  the  coins  offered 
for  sale. 

During  the  1970’s  prices  eased  a  little  following  the  steep  increases  of  the  60’s,  but 
the  late  70’s  and  early  80’s  brought  another  great  surge  before  a  slight  falling  back  in 
recent  years. 

Readers  may  be  interested  in  the  chart  which  follows.  It  shows  a  few  examples  of  the 
1763  shillings  offered  in  SCMB  since  the  beginning  of  1948.  As  mentioned  earlier,  the 
majority  of  Northumberlands  turn  up  in  the  higher  grades,  although  from  time  to  time 
specimens  F  and  below  are  also  offered.  Entries  which  were  prior  to  February  1971  I 
have  decided  to  leave  in  the  old  Imperial  currency.

A  NEW  COIN  OF  AELIA  CAPITOLINA? 

An  unusual  coin  of  Antoninus  Pius 

KEVIN  BUTCHER 

It  is  not  often  that  one  has  the  opportunity  to  describe  a  wholly  new  type  of  Roman 
coin,  but  a  piece  in  the  author’s  collection  fits  such  a  description.  The  appearance  of 
three  portraits  on  a  single  coin  is  not  uncommon  in  the  Roman  period,  but  the 
combination  of  persons  depicted  has  not  previously  been  recorded  and,  as  we  shall  see, 
presents  curious  problems  of  identity. 

E  Obv.:  Laureate  head  of  Antoninus  Pius  r.  ANTO  NINVSAVG. 

Rev.:  Facing  busts  of  Marcus  Aurelius  (on  left)  and  Faustina  I  or  II  (on  right, 
draped).  Above  VERV[S?],  below,  ET.FAVSTIN[. . .] 

Yellow  bronze  (probably  leaded  tin  bronze),  2.8g.  Die  axis  6  o’clock.  Diameter  16mm. 
Dented  and  with  spots  of  corrosion  (now  removed).  (Fig.  1). 

The  style  is  unquestionably  provincial.  The  lettering  is  irregular  and  lacks  seraphs  or 
drill-points.  There  seem  to  be  letters  behind  the  bust  of  Faustina  but  these  marks  are 
illegible.  The  individual  portraits  are  unremarkable. 

Historically  the  piece  is  ambiguous  and  difficult  to  date.  ‘Verus’  was  the  cognomen 
borne  by  Marcus  Aurelius  and  was  used  frequently  on  provincial  coins  from  his 
adoption  by  Antoninus  in  A.D.  138  to  his  accession  in  161.  The  female  portrait  poses 
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something  of  a  problem.  Is  it  Faustina  the  Elder,  the  wife  of  Antoninus  Pius,  or 
Faustina  the  Younger,  the  wife  of  Marcus  Aurelius  and  daughter  of  Antoninus?  Both 
combinations,  Father/Son  and  Daughter  (-in-law);  Father/Wife  and  Son,  are  know  n  in 
the  held  of  Roman  coinage.  Unfortunately  her  portrait  is  too  badly  damaged  to  be 
certain  of  identification.  The  hair  appears  to  be  arranged  in  a  stephane ,  which  would  be 
indicative  of  Faustina  the  Younger,  but  even  this  detail  is  unclear.  Furthermore,  the 
portrait  of  Aurelius  is  too  mutilated  to  offer  a  clue  by  the  absence  or  presence  of  a 
beard.  The  combination  of  Father/Wife  and  Son  would  give  a  date  of  A. I).  138-141, 
since  Faustina  the  Elder  died  in  141  and  was  deified,  and  would  be  unlikely  to  appear 
on  a  coin  with  living  persons.  The  other  combination  would  date  anywhere  between 
Aurelius'  marriage  to  Faustina  the  Younger  in  145  to  his  accession  in  161 .  This  covers 
the  whole  length  of  Antoninus  Pius'  reign,  excepting  the  years  142-144.  On  balance  it 
would  seem  more  likely  that  the  portrait  is  Faustina  the  Younger,  perhaps  commemor¬ 
ating  their  marriage  in  145.

It  is  a  depressing  fact  familiar  to  all  numismatists  that  coins  rarely  have  a 
provenance,  something  which  is  extremely  important  for  coins  of  this  sort,  lacking  any 
ethnic  or  indication  of  place  of  origin.  The  coin  is  said  to  come  from  Istanbul,  but  this 
information  is  of  limited  use.  Istanbul  acts  as  a  clearing  house  for  coins  drawn  from  a 
wide  area,  the  Balkans,  Asia  Minor,  Armenia  and  what  was  once  the  northern  part  of 
Roman  Syria  and  Mesopotamia.  This  only  helps  to  place  the  coin  in  an  eastern 
context,  a  fact  that  could  be  deduced  with  a  fair  degree  of  confidence  from  the  lack  of 
provincial  issues  in  the  West  at  that  time.  The  use  of  Latin  legends  would  favour  a 
Roman  colony  or  municipium  as  a  mint.  Fortunately  the  coins  of  one  colony  in 
particular,  Aelia  Capitolina  (Jerusalem),  contain  a  parallel  issue,  similar  type  and 
module:

The  new  coin  is  therefore  tentatively  offered  as  an  unrecorded  issue  of  the  mint  of 
Aelia  Capitolina.  Kadman  42  is  an  extremely  rare  coin  in  any  case  and  it  is  possible 
that  another  type  was  struck  at  the  same  time  with  a  similar  dynastic  theme.  Another 
piece  similar  to  the  author's  coin,  bearing  the  same  types  but  of  larger  module  and 
better  style,  was  noted  by  the  author  on  the  London  market  m  1 DS4 ,  but  was 
unfortunately  sold  before  any  details  other  than  the  following  description  could  be 
obtained:

Rev.:  Similar  to  no.  1 . 

No  weight  or  die-axes  recorded.  Diameter  about  20  mm. 

Not  surprisingly  this  piece  had  no  provenance  either.  It  is  unfortunate  that  the  coin  has 
since  disappeared,  because  it  could  have  provided  evidence  to  support  the  view  that 
the  portrait  on  the  first  coin  is  of  Faustina  the  Younger.  At  the  moment  the  two  coins 
appear  to  be  the  only  recorded  examples  of  this  issue,  but  it  may  be  that  some  readers 
have  similar  pieces  in  their  collections  or  know  of  the  whereabouts  of  other  examples.

SOME  PRELIMINARY 
OBSERVATIONS  ON  THE 
‘LEONTINI  HOARD’ 


ROBERT  D.  H.  SALLERY 


For  the  past  18-24  months  ancient  numismatists  have  been  both  delighted  and 
dismayed  at  the  surfacing  of  a  new  and  major  hoard  of  ancient  Sicilian  coins.  We  are 
delighted,  as  we  always  are,  at  any  new  find,  especially  a  major  one  such  as  this  and 
one  which  contains  a  considerable  number  of  coins  of  the  highest  artistic  quality.  We 
are  dismayed,  however,  because,  once  again,  a  major  hoard  has  suddenly  suitaced  and 
been  quickly  dispersed  commercially  before  sufficient  historical  data  could  be  gat  he i  ed 
concerning  the  find.  This  loss  of  historical  data  is  unfortunate  not  only  toi  numisma¬ 
tists  and  historians  but  for  mankind  at  large. 

The  Royal  Numismatic  Society  ( RNS)  publication  Coin  Hoards  VII  (1985)  reports 
(p.  8;  17)  a  1980  hoard  find  for  Sicily  and  notes  'that  large  quantities  recorded  at  ANS 
and  the  British  Museum'.  The  RNS  listing  suggested  that  the  hoard  was  composed  ot

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tetradrachms  of  Syracuse,  Acragas,  Camarina,  Catana,  Gela,  Leontini,  Messana, 
Naxos  and  Rhegium.  The  listing  also  notes  that  Mr  C.  Arnold-Biucchi  was  preparing 
material  on  this  find  do  be  published’.  This  author's  initial  impression  was  that  the 
hoard  listed  in  the  RNS  Coin  Hoards  and  the  so-called  "Leontini  1  loard  were  one  and 
the  same.  It  became  a  question  of  waiting  then  for  Mr  Arnold-Biucchi’s  work  to 
appear. 

With  periodic  sampling  and  analysis  of  the  patinas  of  coins  appearing  at  convegnos 
m  Italy  and  at  international  auctions  elsewhere,  however,  it  soon  became  apparent 
that  we  were  in  fact  dealing  not  with  one  major  find  but  with  two  -  the  1980  RNS 
Sicilian  Hoard  and  the  "Leontini  Hoard’. 

This  article  attempts  to  begin  the  process  of  ‘re-constituting’  the  Leontini  Hoard  by 
offering  ‘some  preliminary  observations’  and  tentative  conclusions.  Hopefully  this 
initial  effort  will  stimulate  and  encourage  others  to  come  forward  and  otter  additional 
information,  observations,  hypothesis  and  conclusions. 

OBSERVATIONS 

1.  Quantity:  There  is  no  question  that  this  is  a  major  hoard  and,  as  a  colleague 
suggests,  its  size  is  ‘enormous’  -  a  very  important  find  by  any  standards.  In  late 
1984  and  throughout  1985  collectors  were  talking  of  a  range  ot  two  to  three 
thousand  pieces.  For  the  reasons  given  below,  however,  one  suspects  that  the  find, 
while  sizeable,  will  not  surpass  a  total  of  more  than  1000  coins  (see  Table  1). 

2.  Mints:  While  specimens  from  several  Sicilian  mints  are  involved  the  vast  majority 
of  the  coins  are  from  the  mints  of  Leontini  and  Syracuse.  \  he  most  frequent  piece  is 
the  Leontinoi  /R  tetradrachm  (SNG/ANS  257)  (Fig.  1).  It  was  not  uncommon  to 
hear  ‘guesstimates'  that  anywhere  between  400  and  1500  copies  ot  this  coin  existed 
within  the  hoard.  After  covering  numerous  ‘convegnos’  in  Italy  for  more  than  a 
year,  as  well  as  counting  the  frequency  of  the  coins’  appearance  at  international 
auctions,  and  after  contacts  with  ‘friends’  of  the  hoard's  finders,  the  earlier 
guesstimates  seem  much  too  high,  at  least  for  the  guesses  ot  a  frequency  over  500 
pieces. 

The  author  has  seen  approximately  100  pieces  at  Italian  convegnos  and  noted 
that  approximately  30  have  been  sold  internationally  (Bank  Leu;  NFA;  Credit 
Suisse;  Monetarium;  H.  Lanz,  F.  Sternberg;  Auctions  S. A.  etc.).  Adding  another 
20  pieces  for  auctions  the  author  may  have  missed  and  doubling  this  total  number 
( 150)  to  account  for  dealers  who  might  have  one  or  two  in  stock,  we  still  only  total 
some  300  pieces. 

3.  Still  dealing  with  Leontini  tetradrachm  257,  the  author  has  recently  seen  what  were 
reputed  to  be  'the  last  12-15  pieces’  of  257  in  the  hands  of  the  hoard's  owners. 
These  pieces,  if  they  really  were  the  last  group,  were  very  weakly  struck  and  the 
obverse  hair-line  die  crack  had  widened  considerably,  suggesting  the  mint  master 
may  have  been  striking  the  dies  very  lightly  in  order  to  ‘save’  the  die  from  finally 
breaking.  Alternatively,  but  less  likely  I  believe,  the  weak  strikes  may  have  been 
due  to  The  general  rapidity  of  the  production.  Work  rapidity  usually  shows  up  not 
only  as  weak  strikes  but  also  in  considerable  variance  in  centring,  etc.,  and  we  find 
very  few  coins  in  this  group  ‘off-centre’. 

Two  reverse  dies  (SNG/ANS  256  and  257)  are  found  in  this  hoard.  Only  two  or 
three  copies  of  256  (Fig.  2)  are  known  however. 

4.  In  addition  to  the  SNG/ANS  256  and  257  pieces  from  Leontini  noted  above,  the 
following  pieces,  also  from  the  Leontini  mint,  are  known  to  have  been  included  in 
the  hoard.  (The  figures  in  brackets  indicate  the  number  of  pieces  which  have 
appeared  at  international  auctions.) 
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SNG  ANS  222  (5)  (Fig.  3) 

SNG  ANS  232  (2) 

SNG  ANS  240  (3) 

The  low  frequency  of  appearance  of  these  coins  at  Italian  convegnos  and  inter¬ 
national  sales  suggest  there  were  probably  not  more  than  50  pieces  of  these  types  in 
total.

More  Anglo-Osnabruckian  Numismatics:  The 

article  by  Richard  Plant  in  the  September  Bul¬ 
letin  (p.  230)  brings  back  memories  of  a  coin 
bought  in  Bonn  many  years  ago.  I  had  seen  it 
m  a  shop  window  after  closing  time;  I  was  due 
to  depart  soon  after  breakfast;  luckily  next  day 
the  shop  was  open  early,  and  soon  I  was 
hurrying  away,  my  puchase  wrapped  in  tissue 
paper.  On  arrival  at  my  hotel  I  could  not  find 
the  coin;  I  retraced  my  steps  through  the 
crowded  streets  and  some  two  hundred  yards 
away  1  found  the  little  twist  of  paper  with  the 
coin  inside.  It  was  a  2  Mariengroschen  piece: 

Obv.  The  Royal  Arms  of  George  1  (ditler- 
enced  by  a  three-point  label,  and  with  the 
wheel  of  Osnabruck  on  the  fourth-quarter 
inescutcheon)  surrounded  by  the  Garter  and 
with  a  crown  above;  no  inscription. 

Rev.  In  five  lines:  II/MARIEN/GROS:/1718/ 
A.W.H.,  surrounded  by  legend:  FURST. 
OSNABR.  LAND.  MUNTZ.;  diam.  20mm. 

The  initials  are  those  of  Anton  Wilhelm 
Hiipeden,  who  was  Mintmaster  at  Osnabruck 
from  1718  to  1720. 

Friedrich  ( 1 764 —  1 802 ) — the  Grand  Old 
Duke  of  York — was  the  second  son  of  George 
111.  He  was  born  on  lb  August.  1763  and 
created  Bishop  of  Osnabruck  on  27  February. 

1 7 b4 .  Billon  coins  of  12,  6,  4,  and  2  pfennigs 
were  struck  for  him  in  1766,  bearing  a  crowned 
F  (Craig).  He  was  created  Duke  of  York  in 
1 784 . 

Common  medalets  in  copper  and  brass  show 
the  infant  with  a  mitre  over  his  head  and  with 
title  EP1SC.  OSNA.  (BHM  84);  it  would  he 
interesting  to  know  who  decided  on  the  Latin 
inscription,  which  is  translated  as  "A  chief 
Priest  without  blemish'.  Medals  on  the 
occasion  of  his  marriage  (BHM  348  and  349) 
have  DUX  EBORAC.  EPISCOP. 
OSNABRVG  and  EPISC.  OSNAB  DUX 
EBOR  ,  while  a  military  medal  ol  1793 
{BHM  367)  styles  him  DUX  EBOR:  EPISC 
OSNABURG. 

There  is  a  parallel  in  Henry  Benedict  ( 1725- 
1807),  a  grandson  of  James  II.  who  was 
created  Duke  of  York  as  a  child;  he  obtained 
his  first  bishopric  in  1761  on  the  way  to  becom¬ 
ing  Cardinal  York  and.  in  1788,  Henry  IX.  In 
his  earlier  days  he  used  the  Stuart  Royal 
Arms,  but,  being  a  second  son.  incorporating  a 
crescent.  Dr  G.  H.  L.  Bulltnore,  Kingston- 
upon-Thames.

When 
he  died  on  13  June  1975  it  was  a  sad  loss  and  he 
left  a  number  of  manuscripts  in  varying  stages 
of  completion.  One  of  them  was  his  Rhind 
Lectures  given  in  the  University  of  Edinburgh 
in  1964  on  the  coins  of  the  ancient  Celts;  this 
was  subsequently  edited  by  Dr.  Daphne  Nash 
incorporating  Allen's  later  thoughts  and 
research  up  to  his  death  and  published  in  1980. 
Previously,  in  1978,  the  British  Museum  had 
published  his  smaller  work.  An  Introduction  to 
Celtic  Coins.  His  major  manuscript  and  his 
greatest  work,  however,  the  Catalogue  of  Cel¬ 
tic  Coins  in  the  British  Museum ,  existed  in  an 
extensive  draft.  This  draft  has  been  revised, 
completed  and  brought  up  to  date  in  the  light 
of  recent  research  by  the  editors,  themselves 
well  known  in  the  field  of  Celtic  numismatics: 
Dr.  John  Kent  is  Keeper  of  Coins  and  Medals 
in  the  British  Museum  and  Dr.  Melinda  Mays 
is  currently  a  Research  Assistant  specialising 
in  numismatics  at  the  Yorkshire  Museum.  A 
generous  grant  from  the  British  Academy 
allowed  Dr.  Mays  to  be  employed  as  a  part- 
time  Special  Assistant  at  the  British  Museum 
to  work  alongside  Dr.  Kent  on  the  catalogue. 
This  was  a  nice  touch  since  Derek  Allen  had 
been  a  most  energetic  Secretary  of  the  British 
Academy  before  his  retirement. 

Sir  John  Evans  formed  an  immensely 
important  collection  of  Celtic  coins  and  pub¬ 
lished  some  of  the  first  scholarly  papers  on  the 
subject,  especially  his  seminal  one  showing  the 
derivation  of  the  Apollo  head/charioteer  types 
of  British  Celtic  coins  from  the  Macedonian 
regal  issues  of  nearly  three  centuries  earlier.  In 
1919  Sir  Arthur  Evans  (of  Minoan  fame)  pre¬ 


sented  his  father's  collection  to  the  British 
Museum  where  it  joined  other  acquisitions 
from  the  early  days.  Derek  Allen’s  interest  in 
and  publications  on  Celtic  coins  began  before 
the  War  (see  his  Bibliography,  NC  CXXXVI 
(1976),  259-71.  There  were  many  important 
papers  on  specific  aspects,  e.g.  The  Belgic 
dynasties  of  Britain  and  their  coins’  ( Archaelo - 
gia ,  1944),  as  well  as  numerous  reports  on  site 
finds,  e.g.  the  Romano-Celtic  temple  at  Har¬ 
low  (BNJ  1964,  1967),  etc.  His  approach  revo¬ 
lutionised  the  study  of  Celtic*  coins  and  'he 
raised  it  to  an  academic  discipline  able  to  hold 
its  own  with  the  established  fields  of  prehis¬ 
toric  study,  and  made  possible  the  vigorous 
upsurge  in  interest  which  we  witness  today’ 
(p.  6).  This  is  best  evidenced  by  his  contribu¬ 
tion  to  Problems  of  the  Iron  Age  in  Southern 
Britain  (1960,  reprinted  1978),  where  his 
paper,  'The  Origins  of  Coinage  in  Britain:  A 
Reappraisal’,  filled  111  pages  (over  half  the 
whole  publication)  and  formed  a  cornerstone 
for  future  studies  by  many  scholars. 

To  speed  publication  and  also  for  ease  of 
consultation,  the  Catalogue  of  Celtic  Coins  in 
the  British  Museum  will  be  issued  in  five 
volumes.  The  others  in  preparation  are:  II 
Silver  Coins  of  Northern  Italy,  France,  Ger¬ 
many  and  Switzerland;  III  Bronze  and  Potin 
Coins  of  Gaul;  IV  Gold  Coins  of  the  Continen¬ 
tal  Celts.  The  fifth  volume  will  be  on  the 
coinage  of  Celtic  Britain,  covering  both  unin¬ 
scribed  and  those  with  legends.  Here  the  Bri¬ 
tish  Museum  collection  is  especially  rich  and 
this  volume  will  obviously  be  of  the  greatest 
interest  to  collectors  and  students  in  this  area. 

This  first  volume  in  the  series  traces  the 
introduction  of  coinage  into  the  Balkans  and 
the  Danube  Basin  between  the  early  third  and 
the  late  first  centuries  B.C.  Its  evolution  is 
noted  from  the  Greek  models  of  the  silver 
coins  of  Philip  II  and  Alexander  the  Great  of 
Macedon  and  the  tetradrachms  of  the  island  of 
Thasos,  followed  by  the  silver  denarii  of 
Republican  Rome.  The  initial  coin  model  was 
the  silver  tetradrachm  of  Philip  II  with  Zeus 
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head  right  on  the  obverse  and  a  rider  on 
horseback,  right,  carrying  a  branch  as  the 
reverse  type  It  commemorates  Philip's  victory 
in  the  horse  race  at  the  Olympic  Games,  an 
event  which  he  chose  to  commemorate  and 
showed  more  interest  in  than  the  birth  of  his 
son  and  heir,  Alexander.  The  subsequent 
copies  of  the  type  by  the  Celts  produced  very 
weird  representations  in  some  instances,  even 
going  as  far  at  times  to  make  the  Zeus  head  a 
frontal  representation  (nos  107-9),  and  at 
others  so  schematic  as  to  be  virtually  unrecog¬ 
nisable.  The  horse  and  rider  also  suffered 
many  a  ‘sea-change’,  in  direction  and  also  in 
their  disjointed  representation.  The  second 
base  model  was  another  silver  tetradrachm  of 
Philip,  with  the  head  of  Herakles  wearing  the 
Nemean  lion's  scalp  head-dress  on  the  obverse 
and  a  seated  figure  of  Zeus  on  the  reverse 
(much  better  known  from  the  continuation  of 
the  type  under  Alexander  III,  the  Great,  from 
many  mints  throughout  his  empire).  The  third 
Greek  coin  that  served  as  a  model  was  the 
larger  flan  silver  tetradrachms  of  Thasos  with  a 
young  head  of  Dionysos  right  and  a  standing 
Herakles  on  the  reverse.  All  three  types  were 
extensively  reworked  in  the  copying  by  the 
Celtic  engravers.  The  interesting  question  is 
why,  in  the  first  place,  were  these  three  speci¬ 
fic  types  taken  to  be  copied,  apart  from  the  fact 
that  the  originals  were  fairly  plentiful;  there 
may  be  other  reasons  of  which  we  are  not  yet 
aware.  When  Republican  Roman  denarii 
began  to  enter  the  Danubian  area  almost  two 
centuries  later,  certain  of  their  types, 
especially  those  featuring  horses,  were  popular 
for  copies.  In  the  Celtic  world  and  pantheon 
Herakles  had  affinities  with  several  Celtic 
deities  and  horses  were  a  particular  attribute  of 
the  goddess  Epona,  as  Dr.  Miranda  Green  and 
Dr.  Graham  Webster  have  both  pointed  out  in 
recent  books. 

A  total  of  528  coins  are  described  and  illus¬ 
trated.  Of  particular  value  is  the  inclusion  of 
pieces  from  other  major  British  collections, 
notably  Glasgow,  Oxford  and  Cambridge. 
Derek  Allen's  own  carefully  assembled  collec¬ 
tion  was  acquired  by  the  Ashmolean  Museum, 
Oxford,  where  it  joined  pieces  given  by  Sir 
Arthur  Evans.  The  extensive  series  of  plates 
feature  the  BM  coins  and  the  supplementary 
coins  catalogued  to  give  as  broad  a  view  poss¬ 
ible  of  the  coinage  under  discussion. 

Since  there  has  been  no  previously  published 
systematic  account  of  the  Celtic  coins  of  the 
Balkins  and  Danubian  Basin  in  English  the 
extensive  Introduction  is  especially  valuable. 


The  area  dealt  with  is  a  logical  entity  and  the 
coinage  has  been  divided  into  six  sections,  of 
which  the  first  is,  of  necessity,  disproportiona¬ 
tely  large  since  it  deals  with  the  closely  deriva¬ 
tive  types  from  the  Macedonian  area.  Subse¬ 
quent  sections  then  view  the  chronological 
growth  and  further  influences  on  the  types. 
This  is  not  to  imply  that  the  coins  here  cata¬ 
logued  present  a  complete  record.  I  here  are  a 
number  of  gaps  but  essentially  what  we  have  is 
a  very  good  cross-section  and  a  broad  picture 
of  the  whole  range. 

A  very  special  feature  of  the  text  and  the 
catalogue  entries  are  the  figures,  line  draw¬ 
ings,  located  in  the  margins  at  the  appropriate 
places  which  illustrate  clearly  the  points  being 
made  and  the  derivation  of  a  number  of  the 
names  by  which  the  type  has  become  known. 
References  are  then  made  across  to  the  actual 
coin  illustrated  from  which  the  figure  derives. 
They  certainly  make  the  understanding  of  the 
types  much  easier,  especially  where  they  have 
become  so  far  removed  from  their  original 
model.  Each  catalogue  entry  gives  the  basic 
identification  as  a  heading,  then  the  descrip¬ 
tion  of  obverse  and  reverse  types,  followed  by 
appropriate  bibliographical  references,  then 
the  catalogued  coins  from  the  BM  collection 
followed  by  the  supplementary  pieces.  Weight, 
die  axis  and  any  additional  design  elements  of 
note  are  added  with,  where  possible,  a  prove¬ 
nance,  but  this  is  rarely  available,  especially 
with  those  coins  that  come  from  the  early 
collections. 

The  book  is  very  well  printed  and  produced 
and  the  plates  good  and  clear.  As  will  be 
noted,  despite  its  extensive  coverage,  it  is  a 
slim  volume.  By  virtue  of  its  specialist  interest 
the  print  run  can  only  have  been  very  short  and 
it  is  a  dreadful  economic  fact  that  there  is  an 
upward  spiral  in  such  circumstances  which  has 
led  to  the  high  price  of  £50.  It  is  a  book  that 
everyone  concerned  in  the  coinage  of  this  area 
will  need  to  have.  Perhaps  the  saving  grace  for 
those  interested  in  the  whole  spectrum  of  Cel¬ 
tic  coinage  is  that  the  volumes  will  appear  over 
a  number  of  years  and  thereby  slightly  lessen 
the  financial  blow  of  having  to  buy  one  large 
and  very  costly  book.  With  a  wider  interest  in 
the  other  spheres  of  Celtic  coinage  to  be 
covered  in  later  volumes,  especially  that  con¬ 
cerned  with  Britain,  the  print  runs  should  be 
greater  and,  we  hope,  the  price  consequently 
somewhat  less. 

This  catalogue  is  a  splendid  tribute  to  Derek 
Allen  and  his  work  on  the  Celtic  coinage.  He 
was  a  delightful  man  and  a  scholar  who  shared 
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his  knowledge  freely,  as  your  reviewer  happily 
remembers  when  being  concerned  with  him  on 
publications  in  the  early  70s.  The  two  editors 
are  to  be  congratulated  in  presenting  in  so 
exemplary  fashion  a  catalogue  which  is  still 
very  much  Derek  Allen's,  retaining  ‘his  char¬ 


acteristic  style  and  trenchant  expressions’,  yet 
making  sure  that  nothing  of  importance  has 
been  missed  and  that  the  book  will  remain  an 
indispensable  adjunct  in  English  to  all  studies 
of  the  Celtic  coinage  of  the  Danubian  area.

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED 


Volume  three  of  the  Numismatic  Association 
ot  Australia’s  Journal  has  just  been  published. 
The  latest  volume  includes  nine  articles  on 
coins,  medals  and  paper  money.  Although 
primarily  covering  Australian  numismatics, 
other  articles  are  included.  The  Journal,  con¬ 
sisting  of  60  pages,  is  printed  on  high  quality 
art  paper. 

The  lead  article,  entitled  ‘The  1930  Penny’  is 
quite  significant.  The  1930  penny  is  Australia’s 
most  famous  coin.  Written  by  John  Sharpies, 
the  Curator  of  Numismatics  at  the  Museum  of 
Victoria,  and  using  original  Mint  records,  he 
unravels  the  mystery  behind  the  issue  of  this 
famous  Australian  rarity.  Other  articles 
include  ‘Royal  Titles  and  Australian  Coins— 
The  Defender  of  the  Faith,  Controversy  of 
1953'  by  Murray  Pearce  of  Melbourne.  He 
discusses  the  controversy  that  took  place  fol¬ 
lowing  the  introduction  of  the  new  legend  on 
the  coins  of  Elizabeth  II.  The  legend  which 
omitted  the  initials  ‘F.D.’  signifying  ‘Fidei 
Defensor'  evoked  questions  in  Parliament  and 
was  reminiscent  of  similar  events  that  occured 
when  Britain  issued  the  ‘Godless’  florin  in 
1849. 

‘The  Shanghai  Municipal  Medal  of  1937'  by 
Bill  Mira  of  Sydney  covers  the  story  behind  the 
issue  of  this  intriguing  medal.  Other  stories  on 
medals  include  ‘The  Tichbourne  Claimant 
Medal'  by  Peter  Lane  from  Adelaide;  ‘A  Good 
Luck  Medallion  from  Kalgoorlie’  by  John 
Melville-Jones  of  Brisbane;  ‘Medals  of  the 
Royal  Society  of  Tasmania’  by  Roger  McNeice 
of  Hobart.  Collectors  of  ancient  coins  are 
catered  for  with  the  article  on  “Wappenmun- 
zen”  by  Chris  Haymes.  ‘The  Prince  of  Wales 
Specimen  Notes’  are  described  by  Michael  P. 
Vort-Ronald.  Finally,  the  satirical  medalettes 
of  Napolean  III  are  described  by  William 
Fleming  of  Sydney  in  his  article  ‘Napolean  Le 
Petit,  Napolean  IIP. 

The  N.A.A.  has  over  200  members  and 
another  500  collectors  receive  the  Journal 
through  the  various  sponsoring  societies  within 
Australia.  The  N.A.A.  aims  to  increase  the 
general  membership  to  over  500.  It  now  pub¬ 


lishes  two  Journals  per  year  and  already  has 
many  excellent  articles  submitted  for  inclusion 
in  Volume  4.

Forthcoming:  A  major  book  on  Anglo-Saxon 
stycas  and  the  Cuerdale  Hoard.  Coinage  in 
Ninth-Century  Northumbria.  This  volume, 
similar  in  style  to  Sceattas  in  England  and  on 
the  Continent  includes  about  twenty  articles  by 
the  leading  experts  on  the  coinages  minted  at 
York  in  the  ninth  century  and  their  historical 
interpretation.  There  are  over  20  photographic 
plates  with  enlargements  of  a  complete  range 
of  stycas,  plus  a  further  set  of  plates  reproduc¬ 
ing  the  linedrawings  of  over  900  varieties  of 
stycas  from  the  Hexham  hoard  from  the 
famous  Archaeologia  publication  of  the  1830s. 
There  is  a  commentary  discussing  the  signifi¬ 
cance  of  the  find-spots  of  coins  in  ninth- 
century  Northumbria.  Articles  on  chronology, 
on  the  historical  background,  on  scientific 
analysis  of  the  metal  contents  of  the  coins,  and 
much  more. 

Contributors  include  well-known  numisma¬ 
tic  names  such  as  C.  S.  S.  Lyon,  D.  M.  Met¬ 
calf,  H.  E.  Pagan,  E.  J.  E.  Pirie,  and  I.  Stew¬ 
art. 

Publication  is  expected  in  time  for  Christmas
